A more engaging title than 
“Gran’ma Goes by Freight,” by 
Caroline Simon does not appear in 
‘this year’s list of books, but the 
subtitle is important, too: “Look- 
ing Back on Things as.they Were.” 
How does Mrs. Simon look back in 
this most companionable of travel 
books which tells of her travels 
through 21 countries? First, she has 
managed to convey that sense of 
feeling at peace with the world, the 
feeling which has vanished in the 
last year, perhaps not to be re- 
captured in a long time to come. 

With a keen eye for color and at-. 
mosphere, she recalls lovely moons, 
sunrises in gleaming gold, quaint 
customs, as well as people in their 
everyday life. And finally, she looks 
back with no nostalgic or tragic 
note. Throughout the book, she is 
always ready for a laugh, for this 
is no sedate gran’ma who sits back 
with a dignified countenance and} 
deplores the passing of the good 
old days. This gran’ma loves to 
breeze around and has a vitality 
and a gusto for living hard to match 
in women of twenty. 

Booking passage and packing were 
the least of her troubles. Perhaps 
her best and happiest preparation 
for this journey around the world 
was her attitude of mind. “On a 
journey like this,’’ Mrs. Simon says, 
“I. am very much of the opinion 
one should check his suspicions of 
people and motives somewhere and 
promptly lose the check.” She likes 
the intimate atmosphere created 
by boats with small passenger lists 
and she likes the free lancing, the 
choosing of her own itinerary rather 
that joining a party which often en- 
tails boredom and annoyance. 

The “Kota Agoeng” sailed out 
through the Golden Gate in Febru- 
ary with Mrs. Simon on board and 
fifteen other passengers. She is a 
good sailor as the pitching seemed 
to exhilerate her rather than to get 
her down. In spite of the pitching 
she enjoyed her food and her ship- 
mates, especially her room mate] 
whom she aptly called ‘“‘Tish.” 

In Manila it is the flowers, hibis- 
cus, bouganvillea and acacia and 
the high two-wheel carriages that 
impress her most. In Japan she 
gives you a glimpse of the great 
bronze Buddha at Kamakura, of 
Shinto shrines, of flowering fruit 
trees in bloom, of shopping for 
prints and pieces of Satsuma. But 
she records another side of the pic- 
ture, the climbing of interminable 
temple steps over which even the 
most seasoned sight-seer eventu- 
ally balks and the wrestling with | 
the bath problem that is one of the 
funniest passages in the book. 

China restores her sense of se- 
curity. She conveys the antique 
beauty of Peiping, the romance of 
Shanghai but her sense of fun does 
not allow signs on the Chinese 
streets to escape her note-book, 
when they read like this: “False 
eyes and teeth inserted. —Latest 
Methodists.” ; 

In the capitol of Cambodia, her 
beauty-loving sense is enthralled by 
the lotus lilies and the hyacinths 
but her taste for roast pork suffers 
after seeing the sad-looking pigs 
of Cambodia. The Hotel Raffles at 
Singapore lives up to its reputation 
but a Singapore Sling on home 
grounds is much too potent. 

The great Pagoda and the beau- 
tiful lacquer are Rangoon memor- 
ies. In Calcutta our traveler en- 
joys the luxuries, puzzles over the 
great variety of turbans worn by 
the men and watches her step to 
avoid colliding with the sacred 
cows. One of the loveliest passages 
in the book is the description of, 
Darjeeling and the seven mile trip 
to Tiger mountain for the sunrise. 
Most fitting her first glimpse of 
Egypt is on a night with a crescent 
moon in the sky. And here she in-| 
terrupts the accounts of grandeur to 
relate a gay little episode when she 
cosily ate watermelon on a train with | 
a& queer old Russian scholar. 

From the Holy Land to the con- 
tinent of Europe was the next step. 
Here Mrs. Simon’s favorite way of 
seeing life was to sit at the little 
cafe tables on the sidewalks and 
watch the passersby. Europe was fa- 
miliar territory and her compari- 
sons of past and present are mean- 
ingful. At Geneva she recalls the 
prophetic remark of a young Brit- 
isher, who said: “We are headed for 
another war with Europe and when 
we go in, you will have to go,” and 
her reply: “No, not if the women of 
America have anything to say about 
it.” 

Mrs. Simon writes in a crisp, rap- 
idly-paced manner. The 104 pages 
are a model of compactness with no

Dr. McKinnon said it is advisable 
for the people to avoid exposing 
themselves and they should be 
careful of exposing others. 

“If you feel a cold coming on, 
take the common precautions; and 
at the first sign of serious illness, 
consult your amily physician,” the 
health officer advised.

British, Italian And 
German Claims Conflict; 
Liverpool “Coventrated” 


By UNITED PRESS 
Sea war touched new heights of 


' tury today with reports of fresh 


engagements in the English Chgn- 
nel, the Mediterranean and the 
Adriatic and conflicting British, 
German and Italian claims of suc- 
cesses. 

The biggest encounters were in 
the Mediterranean where Wednes- 
day’s Italo-British engagement was 
followed yesterday, according to 
Rome, by a new air attack on the 
British fleet off Malta. 

The British press and_ public, 
heartened by the punching given the 
Italian fleet in the past two weeks 
and the successes of Greek and 
British forces in Albania, was press- 
ing the government to attempt a 
“Knockout-blow” against Italy which 
would enable the British to con- 
centrate their full energy against 
Germany. 

The Germans last night added 
Liverpool to the list of major Brit- 
ish cities against which raids of the 
Coventry-type have been attempted. 
The attack was eight hours long and 
the British admitted that damage 
was widespread to commercial prop- 
erty and homes, 

Berlin claimed that vast fires 
swept Liverpool’s warehouses, oil 
tanks, wharves, grain elevators and 
power plants but the British said 
that fire fighting and air rescue 
Squads held damage far below what 
might have been expected. 

The British replied with sweep- 
ing attacks on Dusseldorf, Mann- 
heim, Antwerp, Boulogne, Le Havre 
and German points as far east as 
the port on Stettin on the Baltic.

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
Dec. 1 is Luke 9, the Golden Text 
being Luke 9:62, “No Man, hav- 
ing put his hand to the plow, and 
looking back, is fit for the King- 
dom of God.’’) 


IN A RECENT lesson we read 
that Jesus chose the 12 disciples. 
In the present lesson He called 
the 12 together and gave them 
power and authority over all 
devils and to cure disease and 
sent them out to preach and heal. 

He told them, to take nothing 
with them except the clothes in 
which they were dressed, no 
money and no food. They were 
to go to houses in the towns they 
visited and those they converted 
would take care of them. If some 
would not welcome them, the dis- 
ciples were to shake the dust of 
that city from their feet when 
they left. 

By this time many people had 
heard of the Lord, and Herod also 
heard and asked who He was. 
Some said He was John the Bap- 
tist come to life again; others that 
He was Elias or some other pro- 
phet. Herod said that he had be- 
headed John, but he wanted to see 
this man about whom people were 
talking. 

When the apostles returned 
from their travels, Jesus took 
them into a desert place belonging 
to the city of Bethsaida. The peo-

fishes—far too little to feed such 
&@ multitude. Jesus told them to 
divide the 5,000 into companies of 
50 each. Then He took the food in 
His hands and blessed {t, and the 
disciples passed it around. Not 
Only were all the people fed, but 
12 basketfuls were left. 

Later, as He was alone pray- 
ing, His disciples came to Him 
and He asked them who people 
said He was. They told Him what 
had been said, and Jesus said: 
“But whom say ye that I am?” 
And Peter answered, “The Christ 
of God.” 

Tell No Man 


Jesus told them to tell no man 
this, and He tried to tell them of 
his coming suffering and cruci- 
fixion, but they never seem to 
have taken His words seriously. 
Possibly they did not want to 
think of such things and: so re- 
fused to believe. 

About eight days after this 
episode, Jesus took Peter, James 
and John and went up into a 
mountain to pray.

20 BELOW REPORTED 


Snow and cold that dropped the 
mercury to sub-freezing and in some 
sections to below zero marks, roll- 
ed over the northern tier of states 
today from the Rockies to the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

The Weather Bureau reported 
that temperatures had dropped as 
low as 20 degrees below zero in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota. 

The snow generally was light and 
not unusual for the season. Heavier 
snow which had fallen earlier this 
week was drifting six inches to more 
than a foot deep over Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Minnesota as the new 
snow fell.
